This comes as something of a surprise in a district which has 

en growing steadily for many years and in which new housing development 
ntinued and in which live=births exceeded deaths by 123. There were 

51 live-birthe of which 21 (6%) were illegitimat Co The adjusted birth 
ute was 16. 9 per thousand population which is higher than the rate for 
gland and Wales of 16. O. There were 8 still=births and the still-birth 
te of 22. O per thousand total live and still—births is higher than the 
orresponding rate of 13.0 for England and Wales. 


here were 228 deaths at all ages and the adjusted daath-rate was 

WO. 8 per thousand population which is below the rate of ll. 7 for 

England arm, Wales. 109 deaths ( 48%) mere at the age 75 years and over. 

mnere were 4 infant deaths giving an infantile mortality rate of 11 per 
ousand ‘ive-births which is considerably less than the rate of 18 for 

England and Wales. There were 9 deaths from lung cancer including 3 women. 

In 1969 there were 10 deaths from this cause and 6 in 1968. There were 56 
aths from ischaemic heart disease compared with 44 in 1969 and 49 in 1968. 


There was nO sérious outbreak of infectious disease during the year. Measles 
Casés, however, showed a considerable increase and in spite of the measles 
Vaccination campaign were the highest since 1967. There were three cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis notified in 1970 earerer with 4 in 1969 and 4 in 1968. 
addition there were 3 cases of non~pulmonary tuberculosis, there was 1 


1969 and 1 in 1968. 


The Consultative Document setting out the Government's views on National 
Health Service Be cya tee was recently published. The intention is to 
do away with the existing tripartite administration and to substitute a 
unified two-tier administration with a strong upper regional tier to plan 
the National Health Service in the region and to allocate resources to the 
second tier authorities, the area health authorities. The latter will be 
responsible for planning, organising and administering comprehensive health 
services in their arsa which will match the area of the proposed new local 
authorities. The importance of good management at all levels is stressed 
and special studies are being arranged to report before the final proposals 
are made. 


fhe importance of strong links between the health services and the newly 
created Social Services Department which came into being on lst April, 1971, 
is also stressed in the Consultative Document. In Cheshire as from.Ist April, 
1971, the Social Services Department took over the functions of the former 
jounty Welfare and Children's Departments, together with certain of the 
county health services which have a mainly social contents these included 
the domestic help service, day nurseries and mental welfare services. 
Figures relating to the domestic help service in the Council's area appear 
for the last time in this report. The County Health Department retains 

iil the personal medical services for which it is responsible and 

hese of course comprise far and away the greater proportion of the 

fork load. There will, however, now be the opportunity for 
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developing and expanding the health services. Greater attention 
can now be given to the epidemiology and prevention of a wide 
range of diseases. The planning and management of the proposed 
new health centres will occupy an increasing amount of time. The 
developmental assessment of young children and the establishment 
of closer links with the school health service is a high priority. 
It is hoped to start in the immediate future a pilot scheme to 
investigate the value of geriatric screening examinations. 

The planning for the integration of the county health services 
with the general practitioner and hospital services envisaged in 
the mear future by the Government's Consultative Document will 
also occupy much time and thought. 


In Ootober 1970, Mr. Frederick Shacklock retired from the post 

of Chief Public Health Inspector after 26 years. I should like 

to take this opportunity of putting on record the valuable 
contribution which Mr. Shacklock has made to the health services 

in the area during this period and my thanks to him for his loyalty 
to mé and for his conscientious service during our long association 
n the Health Department. 


I should like to thank the Chairman and members of the Health 
Committee, the Officers of the Council and the staff of the 
Health Department, for their help throughout the year.

GENERAL PROVISION OF HEALTH SERVICES IN THB ARRA. 


Laboratory Facilities Bacteriological examination of Food, Milk, Water, 
Ice Cream and specimens from patients, were carried out at the Public 
Heaith Laboratory, Withington Hospital, Manchester. 


The following services are provided by the Local Health Authority 
through the North Bast Cheshire Divisional Health Committee. 


Ambulance Facilities. <A 24 hour Ambulance Service is available, 
being provided by the County Borough of Stockport on an agency 
basis. 


Nursing in the Home. There are four district nurses and three 
midwives who undertake nursing and maternity cases in the 
home. There are also four health visitors working in the aréa.

special clinic is held at the Marple Centre on the 3rd Wednesday in every 

lonth. Immunisation is also carried out twice monthly at the end of the 

elfare clinics at Marple Bridge, Mellor and High Lane. In addition, immunisation 
is carried out free of charge by general medical practitioners at their 

‘geries. An annual visit is made to all primary schools in the district for 

the purpose of giving diphtheria and tetanus booster injections. The secondary 
chools are also visited annually to give B.C.G. vaccination and rubella 
faccination to girls. 
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Chiropody Service. Financial help in obtaining chiropody treatment 
is given to persons aged 65 years and over, persons registered as 
physically handicapped and expectant mothers on the recommendation 
of their family doctor. Treatment is given by a chiropodist chosen 
by the patient. 


Cervical Cytology Clinic. Special clinic sessions for the examination 
of cervical smears are held at the Clinic Centre at Marple. 
Attendance is by appointment. 

Club for Physically Handicapped Persons. A social club for 
physically handicapped persons meets every other week at Hazel 

Grove. In addition, the handicrafts section meets twice 

monthly. Transport is provided in the majority of cases by 

members of the W.V.5. 


Weifare Focds. Welfare foods are on sale at the Council Offices, 


Marple, from Monday to Friday and at all child welfare clinics 
in the district. 


Services Provided by the Regional Hospital Board. 
Hospitals. Marple Dale Hospital and the Orthopaedic Hospital for 
crippled children are both situated in the Urban District. There is 
mo general hospital in the area. Patients from the area are admitted 
to hospitals in neighbouring districts. Maternity cases requiring 
hospital accommodation are also admitted to hospitals outside the 
area. Where necessary infectious disease cases other than smallpox 
are admitted to the Isolation Hospital, Monsall. Facilities for 


smallpox cases are provided at Ainsworth Smalipox Hospital, near 
Bury o 


Tuberculosis and Venereal Diseases. Special Clinics for the diagnosis 
‘and treatment of Tuberculosis and Venereal Diseases are held at 
Stepping Hill Hospital, Stockport and St. Thomas Hospital, Flint Street, 
Stockport, respectively. 
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SECTION C. 


Water Supply Water is supplied to the district by the Stockport and District 
Water Board. A service reservoir at Jacksons Bdge, Disley, supplies Marple 
and High Lane. Jordanwall reservoir Mellor, supplies the Mellor and Marple 
Bridge areas. The sources of all mains water is outaide the Urban District. 


Samples of water taken during the year were mainly found to be of a high 
bacteriological standard. However, one sample taken on the Jordanwall supply 
was below standard and investigations into the mains and services was 
undertaken by the Water Board. Repeat samples taken by both authorities 
showed satisfactory results.

There are a number of private supplies from wells and springs at outlying 
premises, tut an increasing number of persons are taking advantage of modern 
purification methods for their supply.

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DRAINAGE AND SEWERAGE 


The built up areas of the district are provided with sewers. 

Sewage from Mellor, Lludworth and a small part of Marple is dealt with 
at the Council's Low Merple Works. Early in 1971 the Council accepted 
a report from their Consultant Engineers detailing improvements and 
extensions necessary at the Low Marple Works. Sewage from Strines and 
part of Strines Road is dealt with at the small Strines Works. Sewage 
from the rest of the district is dealt with by agreement with the Hazel 
Grove and Bramhall Urban District Council at their Bongs Valley Works. 


Phase 1 of the new main sewer in the High Lane area recommended by the 
Council's Consultant Engineeers was completed during 1970. 

Early in 1971 the Council accepted their Consultant Engineers' further 
report on Phase 11 of this scheme. 


Some isolated properties in the outlying parts of the district rely on 
septic tanks or cesspools for sewage disposal. 

Modernisation of older property, formerly without water closets has 
resulted in an increased number of septic tanks. 


RIVERS AND STREAMS 


There have been fewer complaints regarding the pollution of the 

Rivers Etherow and Goyt, but the change in colour of the water is very 
obvious on occasion. Pollution of minor streams has been evident during 
the year and in many cases after extensive investigation, has been traced 
to blocked or leaking sewers.

There has been a further reduction in the number of pail closets and 
improvements were being carried out at the three houses which used a 
privy midden. 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL AND SANITARY PAIL COLLECTIONS 


Domestic refuse is collected by three vehicles viz. one Compression type 

and two Dual Tip vehicles. Each vehicie is manned by three men and a driver. 
A fourth vehicle with driver and loader is used to deal with trade refuse 

and bulky items. 


The more scattered parts of the district are supplied with paper sacks and 
stands and a weekly collection is operated by an open vehicle used for pail 
collection. 

The Council's Work Study Section have throughout the year been engaged on a 
survey of the refuse collection and disposal service. It is expected that 
their report will be implemented early in 1971. The disposal of refuse is 
by means of controlled tipping at Middlewood, a disused brickworks. A four 
wheeled drive tractor was purchased during the year to increase mobility and 
to enable a compound provided at the entrance to the Tip to be regularly 
cleared of refuse. 


Considerable difficulty was experienced during the year due to the flooced 
area of the quarry. Pumping of the water was necessary and a large portion 
of the land was drained and subsequently filled with refuse.

a general inspection during the year and these are satisfactory. 
SMOKE CONTROL AREAS 


The Council's first Smoke Control Order became effective on Ist Mareh, 1963. 
The Council's original programme to cover the whole district with a series 
of smoke control areas was temporarily suspended until all the implications 
of the Ministry Circular which made it clear that ordinary gas coke would 
not be available for future smoke control areas, had been considered. 


A revised programme has now been adopted and the Marple No. 2 Smoke Control 
Order became operative on lst November, 1969. The area affected by the 
Order contains 923 dwellings and 24 other premis¢s. 


Further delays in implementing the No. 3 Area were caused during the 
year due to the premature withdrawal of gas coke and the subsequent shortage 
of hard cokes to replace the deficiency. 


The No. 1 Smoke Control Order was suspended until the end of the 1970/1971 
winter period.

Milk Supply. 
The Milk (Special Designation) Regulations, 1960. 


Dealers’ Licences are issued by the Food and Drugs Authority and remain 
in force for five years. District Councils are required to maintain a 
register of dealers and dairies. 


There are 23 dealers registeréd. 


There are nine dairy herds from which milk is 
sold raw to the public. Three of these are accredited 
under the Brucellosis (Accredited Herds) Scheme. 


Samples of milk as sold to the public are taken regularly by a 
County Sampling Officer and submitted to the laboratory to be tested 
for ké@ping quality, and in the case of pasteurised and sterilised 
milk, the efficiency of the treatment is also tested. In addition, 
biological tests are carried out on raw milk sold without heat 
treatment to the public. Tuberculous infection is now extremely 
rare, and none has been found during the year, but infection with 
brucella abortus has been found to be present in a number of samples. 
These cases were dealt with by the Health Department in consultation 
with the County Health Department.
